Notaries public: bond by surety company; approval.
SecTioN 174 Every notary publie, hbefore he enters upon the
dutics of his office. shall take and subscribe the constitutional
oath and give a bond-to the governor in the swar of five hun-
dred dollars. with surety to be approved by the county judge
or clerk of the cirenit court of his county or when crecutod
by a surcly company may be approved by the scerelary of
state, conditioned for the faithful discharge of the dutivs of
his office.  He shall also provide an engraved official seal, which
shall make a distinet and legible impression on paper. giving
his name, office and county, and shall depostt an impression
of the same. together with his said oath and bond and a state-
ment of his postoffice address. in the office of the secretary of
state and pay into the treasury the sum of two dollars: and
therenpon his ecommission shall issue, and the scerdtary of
state shall deliver to such notary a ecertificate, of his appoint-
mient, stating the date when his commission will expire. which
tosether with his autograph and an impression of his official
seal. shall be filed in the office of the elerk of the cirenit court
of the county where he resides.
